For as there are on all men, 
innate impreſſions of God's Exiſtence, ſo 
there are alſo of his Attribut.s, and none 
eyecr yet in carneſt, believed there was a God, 
bur he alſo believed that God was a Being, 
Infimte in all Perfections, in Wiſedom and 
Power, Juſtice and Mercy,Purity and Holineſs, 
Veracity and Beneficence, and as theſe excite 
our Love, and our Adoration to God , ſo 
where ever we ſee any, though but imperfect 
reſemblances, of his 1imutable pertections, in 
the Saints here on earth, where ever we ſee 
men 1n any meaſure Holy and Pure, Juſt and 
Mercifull, Faithfull and Beneficent, we there 
ſee the image of God himſelf, and cannot 


but pay them a ſuitable honour : Thus as 
C Good- 
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Goodneſs and Adorableneſs are co-cternal-in 
God, fo are Sanctity and Venerablenefs co- 
eval, in gractous Perſons, 
- Nor are we only' by Grare wade like to 
' + God, but he 1s alſo pleasd actually to dwell 
in us, and to conſecrate 'our Souls to be his 
t Cor. 3, 16, TEmples; and as God commanded the Jews 
to reverence'his- SanEtuary, . the place of his 
rcſ1dence among-them, where he fat between 
the Cherubims, and a glorious Light tht 
ſbin'd on the Propiti.to y, was the Symbol 
of his Preſence: £o when in gracious Souls, 
Gal. 5. 22. We diſcover all the fruis of the Spirit, a-kind 
of g'ory brighrning their Converſation, and 
a ſacred Amiablen.1s breath'd on them from 
Heaven, we are ſure that God inhabits there, 
and cannot bu: reverence is Temples. _ 
. Such Honour have all God's Saints from 
even wicked men, from all hoty perſons, and 
from the good Angels, and 1nfi:utely above 
ali th fe, from God himſelf, who honours 
them with his Image, -after which they are 
renewd', and with his Prefence, of which 
they are poſſeit ; Such Honour, I ſay, have 
all his Saints cven 1n this life, which 1f we 
did but {crioufly -Contemplare, would itir us 
up to a generous emulation, wo.:ld encourage 
us to unplore the Divine Grace, that we may

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bewail all our paſt ſins; cleanſe our ſelves

Or it 1s, becauſe Men have more advan- 
tages, of aſpiring to honowr, 1n all publick 
ſtations, of the Church, the Court, the Camp, 
the Bar, and the City, than Women have, and 
the only way for a Woman to gain honour, 
prev.41.28, 18 an exemplary . Holineſs; This makes her 
37. Children, riſe up and call her bleſſed, her Huf- 

band and her own works, to praiſe her in the gate, 

the ſole glory then of that Sex, is to be good, 
for 'tis a gracious Woman only, who retains 
honour. 

Or it 1s, becauſe Women are made of a 
temper, more ſoft and frail, are more endan-

I cannott.ll, what one help ſhe neglected, to 
ſecure her perſeverance,and to heighten her gra- 
ces, that [he might ſhine more and more, to a perfe 
day; Her Oratory was the place, where ſhe prin- 
cipally re{ided,and where she was moſt at home, 
and her chiet .employment, was Prayer, and 
Praiſe ; Out of ſeveral Authours, she for her 
own uſe, tranſcrib'd many excellent Forms, the 
very choice of which does argue, a moſt expe- 
rienc'd Piety, ſhe had Devotions ſuited, toall.che 
primitive hours of Prayer, which she us'd, as far 
as her bodily Infirmuries, and neceſſary Ayocati- 
ons would permit, and with David, Prais'd God 
ſeven times a day, or ſupply'd the want of thoſe 
ſolemn hours, by a kind of perpetuity of Eja- 
culations, which she had ready, to anſwer all ac: 
caſions, and-to fill up all-yacant intervals, and 
if he happened-to Wake in the Night; of-proper 
Prayers cven for mid-night, $he-was never un- 
provided. - Thus did this gracious Soul, having 
beenenkindled by firefrom Heayen, in her Bap- 
tiſm, liv'd a contnual Sacrifice, andkeptthe fire 
always burning, always-1n aſcenfion, always af- 
piring towards Heaven from whence it fel on 
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ſides her own _ Prayers, she Morning,and 
{| Evcning offer d up to God the publick Offices 
and when she was not able,to go to the houſe of 
Prayer, she had it read to her, in her Chamber. 
To Prayers she added Faſting, till her weak- 
neſs had made it impoſſible to her conſtitution, 
and yet even then, on days of Abſtinence, ſhe 
made amends for the Omiſſion, by other ſup- 
lemental Mortifications. Her Devotions ſhe en- 
jarg'd, on the Faſts and Feſtivals of the Church, 
but eſpecially on the Lord's days, dividing the 
hours, between the Church and her Cloſer. 
She never faiFd, on all opportunities, to ap-

unger, and thirſt to that heavenly Feaft, and

_ All che temporal Þleſſings, the divine Good- 
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neſs, was pleas'd to vouchfſate her, :she receiv'd, 
with an overflowing thankfulneſs, yet her affec- 
tions were ſo diſengag'd, her temperance, and 
moderation ſo habitual, that ſhe did rather uſe, 
than injoy them,and was always ready to reſtore 
chem,to the ſame gracious hand that gave them, 
but no one can expreſs her thoughts, ſo pathe- 
tically as her own elf ; 0, ſays that bleſſed Saint, 
fince God gives us all, let us not be ſorrowfull, though 
we are to part with all, the Kingdom of Heaven, is a 
priſe, that is worth ſtriving for, though it coſts us 
dear : Alas ! what is there in this World, that lincks 
our hearts ſo cloſe to it ! and elſewhere ſhe affirms, 
that All bleſſings are given on this condition, that 
either they muſt be taken from us,or we from them, if 
then,we loſe any thing, which we eſteem a bleſſing, 
we are to give God the glory, and torefign it freely. 
She was a perfect deſpiſer, of all thoſe vanities, 
and divertiſements, which moſt of her ſex, do 
uſually admure ; her chief, and, in a manner, ſole 
recreation was to docgood, andto oblige, and if 
we will be advisd, by one ſo wiſe to Salyation, 
IWe are to ſeek for comfort, and joy, from God's ordi- 
nances, and the converſe of pious Chriſtians, and not 
to take the uſual courſe of the World, to drive away 
Melancholy,by expoſing our ſelves to temptations;and 
this was really her practice, inſfomuch that next 
to the Service of the Temple, which he daily 
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frequented, There was no entertainment in the 
whole World, ſo pleaſing to her, as the diſcourſe 
of heavenly things, and thoſe she ſpake of, with 
ſuch a Spiritual reliſh, that at firſt hearing, you 
might perceiveshe was in earneſt, that she real- 
ly raſted the Lord was good, and f-lt all ſhe ſpake. 
Amaidit all her pains, and her fickneſkes, which 
were ſharpe, and many, who ever ſaw her ſhew, 
any oneſymptome of Impatience ? So far was 
She from 1t, that she laments, when she reflects, 
how apt we are to abuſe proſperity, Demands, where 
our conformity is to the great Captain of our Salva- 
tion, if we have no ſufferings; Profeſles, that God 
by ſuffering our Conditions to be Uneaſy, by that 
gentle way, invites us to higher ſatisfadtons, than 
are to be met with here, and with a proſtrate ſpi- 
rit, acknowledges, that God was moſt righteous in 
all that had befallen her, and that there had been ſo 
much mercy mixt w® his chaſtiſing, that ſhe had been 
bat too happy. Thus humble, thus content, thus 
thankfull, was this gracious Woman, amudft her 
very afflictions. Her Soulalways refted on God's 
Paternal mercy, and on all his exceeding great, 
and precious promiſes, as on a ſure and ſtedfaſt 
Anchor; which she knew would ſecure her, in 
the moſt tempeſtuous Calamities; To his bleſ- 
ſed will, ſhe hourly offter'd up her own,and knew 
it was as much her duty, to ſuffer his farherly 1n- 
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fictions, as to obey his commands. . Her Cha- 
rity, made her ſympathize, with all in Miſery, 
and beſides her private Alms, wherein her left 
hand, was not conſcious to her right, she was a 
common Patroneſs to the Poor, and Needy, and 
a common Phyſician to her ſick Neighbours, 
and would'often vvith her own hands,dreſs their 
moſt loathſome ſoars, and ſometimes keepthem 
in her Famuly, and vvould give them both Dier, 
and Lodging till they were cur'd, and then cloth 
them, and ſend them home, to give God thanks 
for their recovery, and if they died, her Charity 
accompany d them ſometimes tothe very grave, 
and she took care even of their burial. She wou!d 
by no means endure, hat by the care of plentiful- 
ly providing for her Children, the wants, and neceſſi- 
ties of any poor Chriſtian, ſhould be over look'd, and 
defir'd xt might be remembred that, Alms and the 
Poors prayers, will bring a greater bleſſmg, to them, . 
than Thouſands a year. Look abroad novy in the 
World, and fee, hovy rarely you ſhall meer, 
vvith a Charuy, like that of this gracious Woman, 
vyho next to her own fleſh and bloud, vvas ten- 
der of the Poor, and thought an Alms as much, . 
due to them, as Portions to her Children. 
To corporal Alms, as often as ſhe ſfayy oc- 
calion, she joyn'dfpiruual, and she had a {ingu- 
lar talent, un diſpenſing that alms. to Souls, she 
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had a maſculine Reaſon to perſuade, a ſteddy 
Wiſedom to adviſe, a perſpictuty both -of 
thought, and language to inſtruct, a nuldneſs_ 
that endear'd a rcproof, and could comfort the 
atticted, from her own manifold experience of 
the Divine Goodneſs, and with ſo condoling a 
tenderneſs, that she ſcem'd to tranſlate their an- 
guiſh, on her ſelf. 

And happy was it for others, that her Char1- 
ty was ſo comprehenſive, for she often met with 
objects ſo deplorable, that vvere to be relicy'd 
in all theſe capacities, ſo that she vvas fain to be- 
come, their Benefactreſs, their Phyſician, and 
their Divine altogether, or if necd vvereshe bid 
them ſbew themſelves to the Prieſt, or elſe took 
care, to ſcnd the Prieſt tothem ; Thus was it vi- 
{1bly her conſtant endeavour, to be in all reſ- 
pects mercifull, as her Father in Heaven is merciful, 
 Shecouldbear long, and moſt caflly forgive, 
and no one ever injur'd her, butshe would heap 
coals of fire on his head, to melt him into a cha- 
ritable temper, and vyould often repay the 1nju- 
ry, with a kindneſs ſo ſurpriſing, that if che 1n- 
jurious perſon yvere not vyholly obdurate, and 
brutiſh, muſt needs affect him. But if any one 
did her, the leaſt good office, none could be 
more gratetull, she yyould it; poſſible, return ita
